U S. Naval 
Forces Arrive 
in Iceland 


Agreement With 
Iceland Government 
to Relieve 
British There 


WASHINGTON —(/P)— Forces oC 


the U. S. navy arrived in Iceland Mon- 
day, in accordance with an under- 
standing between President Roose- 
velt and the prime minister of Ice- 
land. Naval units moved in to sup- 
plement and eventually replace Bri- 
tish forces stationed there. 


President Roosevelt informed con- 


gross in a special message of this 
far-reaching step in America's for- 
eign policy. 


German Occupation Feared 


The president said the United Stat- 


es could not permit the occupation 
by Germany of a strategic outpost 
in the Atlantic to be used as an air 
or naval base for eventual 
attack 


qgainst the Western Hemisphere. 


At the same time he said this coun- 


try 'had no desire to sec my change 
in the present soverignty of those 
regions. 


Iceland was a sister kingdom of 


Denmark which eventually 
became 


virtually independent. 


Three Threats Mentioned 


Roosevelt said the occupation of 


Iceland by Germany would consti- 
tute a serious threat in three dimens- 
ions: 


Against Greenland and other north- 


ern portion. 


Against all shipping in the north 


Atlantic. 


And a threat ngainst the steady flow 


of munitions to Britain, which is a 
matter of a broad policy clearly ap- 
proved by congress. 


There was no indication of just what 


naval forces had moved into Iceland 
nor whether they would be supplc- 
| mcntcd by troops. ' 


It was not indicated whether simi- 


lar action might be taken at other 
points. 


While President Roosevelt has hesi- 


tated at drawing a definite boundary 
line for the Western Hemisphere some

Final Approval 
for Airport 


Spencer Wires That 
Washington Has 
Okehed It 


"The Washington office of the WPA 


has approved the Hope airport pro- 
ject and it will probably be approved 
by the president this week," United 
States Senator Lloyd Spencer tele- 
graphed The Star Monday from the 
national capital. 


The municipal airport project was 


aproved by state headquarters of the 
WPA June 19, and approval by the 
federal headquarters in Washington 
leaves presidential approval as a mere 
legal formality before actual develop- 
ment of the local field is begun. 


The project calls for a total expendi- 


ture of ?87,G47, of which the WPA, 
would contribute 
$G2,G38 
and 
the 


City of Hope §25,000. 


Hope purchased approximately GOO 


acres of land between the north cor- 
poration line and the south boundary 
of the Proving Ground for about 
$12,000 and the loan of city equipment 
and other facilities is expected to 
expend this $12,000 land contribution 
to the total $25,000 contribution with- 
out further outlay of municipal cash. 


Construction of the Proving Ground 


has expedited the municipal airport 
through official channels, since the 
municipal port would have to serve 
many official and private planes, and 
possibly airlines, drawn to this city 
by reason of the federal arms project, 
yet barred from using the strictly 
military airport to be constructed in- 
side the Proving Ground at a cost 
o fabout ?1,300,000.

Reports Differ 
on Red-German 
War Monday 


Russians Say Ger- 
mans Using Dummy 
Tanks; Nazis 
Claim Line Broken 


MOSCOW (/P)- The Red army de- 


clared Monday that the German drive 
into Russia had been thrown back by 
counter-offensives in five sectors and 
asserted Adolf Hitler is using tanks them, 
made of wood and canvas to pad out 
the Nazi panzer columns. 


The vehicles are self-propelling and 


carry machine guns, officials said. 


The discovery was made by 
Red 


Army scouts observing 
the column 


moving up to the front in an un- 
identified sector. 


"Using field glasses, the leader of 


the scouts was amazed," it was said, 
"when he noticed the body of one of 
the tanks gave in under the pressure 
of an elbow of an officer who lean- 
ed against it." Observation revealed 
that of 20 tanks only one was genuine, 
it was reported. 


When night came the column was 


destroyed, the communique said. 


Without linking the tank story to 


claims of successes, the Red army sale 
the German offensive was blocked on 
the whole front. 


On the northern sector of the Rus- 


sian fortifications, the Stalin line, a 
night-long battle was said to havi 
broken up a tank-pointed attempt bj 
motorized Nazi units to break through 
the Ostrov region toward Pskov, an- 
chor point of the Stalin line. 


"In liight fighting our troops in- 


flicted a heavy defeat on the Ger- 
mans," the communique said. 


Other Thrusts Checked 
i 


Likewise repulsed,'according toHHe' 


Russians, were German attempts ain1- 
ed at forcing the Dvina river line, 
near Polotsk, northwest of Orsha and 
thrust into the Ukraine in the vicin- 
ty of Novograd, Volynski and into 
Bessarabia, at unspecified points. 


South of Porut in the Lepel region 


where the Germans were seeking to 
outflank the Berezina river defense 
in a drive to Orsha, the invaders were 
said to have taken a defensive stand 
following a counter attack against 
motorized troops, 
' A sea communique reported a battle 
between 
Russian 
destroyers 
and 


"enemy" ships at the mouth of the 
Riga bay in which two "enemy 
destroyers were reported sunk. An 
"enemy" submarine also was sunk in 
a mine field in the Gulf of Finland, 
the communique said. 


No substantial changes were report- 


ed overnight on the battlefront where 
the Red army reported that counter 
attacks in some places have thrown 
the Nazis on the defense.

orders of Lt.-Gen. Ben Lear, Second 
army commander, who was golfing on 
a Memphis course when the troops 
rolled by. Several girls in shorts also 
were playing, and many soldiers were 
said to have whistled and called to

General Lear, Army sources- said,

Claim Red Line Broken 


TSERLIN —(/P)— The Germans said 
Monday that Nazi forces had broken 
the Stalin line, Russia's main forti- 
fication 
against invasion from 
the 


west, and captured Cernauti, capital 
of Sovielized Bucovina. 


The claim that the Stalin 
line, 


stretching along western Russia, had 
jeen broken was made by DNB, of- 
'icial German news agency and fol- 
owed a German report that Hitler's 
legions were jockeying for positions 
with Soviet troops for what Berlin 
linted probably would be another 
vast battle to smash Soviet resistance. 


Hitler headquarters reported gains 


in the Bucovina and Bessarabia pro- 
vinces which were wrested from Ru- 
mania by the Soviet Union a year ago. 


German and Rumanian forces in 


Bessarabia are in a "progressive ad- 
vance" after repulsing a Red army 
attack, the communique said. 


By reaching Cernauti, beyond the 


Carpathins in north Bucovina, just 
across the frontier from Russia prop- 
er, the communique said that Axis 
forces had reached the upper Dnies- 
ter river, thus on the heels of re- 
ports that Nazi panzer units were in 
the White Russian capital. 


Just north of the southern front in 


the Galicia area the high command 
said German forces were 
pursuing 


the Russians on a broad sector across 
the Seret river east of Lwow and 
almost at the border of the Russian 
Ukraine. 


North of tlie Pinsk swamps Ger- 


man forces are pressing toward the 
Dniester and Dvina rivers and in the 
north battle area operations of the 
German and Finnish troops "continue 
on schedule" the communique said. 


Without locating the hole in the 


Stalin line DNB said the Germans 
were still advancing in the Volynia 
area west of the Ukraine capital of 
Kiev. 


The Russians failed to hold the 


modern casemates after the Red army

AAA Payments 
Are Listed Here 


Late J. O. E. Beck 
Got Largest Check 
in Arkansas 


WASHINGTON-^)—The late J. O. 


C Beck of Hughes and his son, State 
Senator J. O. E. Beck, Jr., received 
the largest AAA conservation and par- 
i,ty price adjustment payments in 
Arkansas in 1939-a total of $33,432.91 
—the Agricultural Adjustment Admin- 
istration told Congress Monday. 


The elder Beck, killed in a car 


wreck this spring, was paid ?22,8P1 39 
and his son received $10,541.52. The 
largest single payment, $30,935.07, went 
to the Arkansas penitentiary. 


Payments of more than $1,000 went 


to 1,900 farmers. Many payments of 
less than that amount were made 
and have to be reported, the AAA said. 


"All AAA payments, regardless of 


size," Paul H. Xppleby, underscore^ 
tary of agriculture 
told 
Congress, 


"Represent 
specific performance by 


cooperating 
farmers. 
Conservation 


payments are made to farmers for 
adjusting plantings of soil depleting 
crops for which acreage allotments are 
established and for carrying out soil- 
building practices to improve the 
land.'

Expect Troops 
Here This Week 


Advance Guard for 
August Maneuvers 
Is Due Here 


LITTLE ROCK—The movement of 


troops into the southwest Arkansas 
maneuver area, scene of the Second 
army war games August 17-30, will 
begin this week, it was announced 
over the week-end. 


First units to enter the area will 


be the First Battalion, Medical De-- 
tachment and the Hearquarters Ser- 
vice companies of the 110th (Missouri) 
Engineers regiment. They are ex- 
pected to move from their home sta- 
tion at Camp Robinson Thursday or 
Friday. 


The unit will make the trip in motor 


convoys, taking road kraders, tractors 
and bridge building equipment. About 
400 officers and enlisted men will be 
in the first contingent. Other en- 
gineer units are expected to be order- 
ed to the area within the next two 
weeks. 


The engineers will begin preparation 


of the area for the influx of the 110,000 
troops expected to participate in the 
maneuvers. They will improve exist- 
ing roads, inspect and repair bridges, 
and construct new roads and bridges 
in localities where the existing facil- 
ities are not expected to be adequate 
for the huge military loads. 


The Mapping Section of the En- 


gineer regiment will make observa- 
tions for camp sites and sources of 
water supply. A crew will go with 
the convoy to operate a portable water 
purification plant. 


It was indicated medical units would 


follow the engineers into the area. 
The 43rd Engineers, regular army out- 
fit which engaged in maneuvers at 
Camp Forrest, Tenn., probably will 
follow in two weeks. 


Plans for a giant distribution sys- 


tem to supply food to the soldiers in 
the field from the Camp Robinson 
warehouses were being completed by 
Lt. Col. Maurice V. Patton, camp 
quartermaster, and his staff of assist- 
ants.

WASHINGTON — Certain sections! 


of the government are beginning to 
worry again about what's happening to 
the small business man, nnd by small, 
they don't necessarily mean small'. 
The units they fear for are the in- 
dependents, the manufacturers who are 
not directly tied up with some big 
chain or corporation, or who can't 
get a piece of the big corporation's 
business through sub-contracting.

Nehemlcis, Jr., one of the OPM brass 
hats, went so far as to say that 10 en- 
tire industries whose supplies have 
been curtailed must cither close down 
or enter a new line of production.

employment may actually go up and 
the number of idle machines actually 
increase, he said.

There's one way a man on a salary 


can leave his children "well-fixed". 
And that is to help each of them get 
a college education. 


The help may have to be part fin- 


ancial and part encouragement and 
the financial help may mean that 
Mama and Papa have to forego hav- 
ing a car and let the house go un- 
painted for years—but if a father 
thinks an education will bring his 
children more security than anything' 


I he can give them, he'll do every- 


I thing in' his power to see that some- 
. how they all get college diplomas. 


If a father whose son or daughter 


finished 
high school this June is 


doubtful of the importance of seeing 
that his child goes on to college, some 
figures compiled by Frank H. Bowles, 
director of admissions at Columbia 


University, oUght to convince him 
that he couldn't make a better in* 
vestment. 


Mr. Bowles, who believes that the 


money value of an education can't be 
reckoned for many years after a stu- 
dent has gone out into the business 
world, has'found that by the time a 
college graduate, is sixty years old 
he has earned, on the average, $72,- 
000 more than a person who received 
only a high school education. 


That means Dial each college year 


is worth $18,000 to the young person 
for whom it is made possible. 


Of course, a father could argue that 


every person doesn't live to be sixty, 
and that there arc plenty of college 
graduates who are out-and-out fail- 
ures—but that doesn't change the pic- 
lure as a whole. 


Any legacy left a child may prove 


worthless or of little value. No mat- 
ter how money is invested, there is 
the possibility it won't pay divid- 
ends.

Anti-trust division 
hopes it can fill the gap. Its work in 
enforcement of the Sherman anti-trust 
law is now beginning to be known 
generally. It is in cases where viola- 
tion of that law puts the little bus- 
iness man at a disadvantage that the 
anti-trust division will get in its first 
and best licks.
